COUNCIL FOR ART AND INDUSTRY 
SECOND GENERAL{REPORT ON THE WORK OF THE! COUNCIL 


To the Rt. Hon. Walter Runciman, M.P., 
President of the Board of Trade. 


1. We have the honour to furnish for your informa- 
tion the following report on the work on which we are 
now engaged and have been engaged since you 
appointed us in January, 1934, as a Council to deal 
with questions affecting the relations between art and 
industry. The only change in the constitution of the 
Council that has taken place since our last report of 
February, 1935, is that Mr. 8. Cursiter, O.B.E., 
R.S.W., A.R.S.A., owing to pressure of other work, 
has, to our regret, had to resign. 


2. We did not attempt in 1934 to draw up any formal 
plan for the whole range of our activities, but now that 
two years have been spent on the investigation from 
various angles of the problems of art and industry, we 
feel that the experience we have gained points to the 
pursuit of three specific aims, viz. :— 

(a) The education of the consumer in the appre- 
ciation of design. 


(6) A training in design for those engaged in 
dealing with it throughout industry and 
commerce. 


(c) The encouragement of good design especially 
in relation to manufacture. 


We have set out below the action taken in pursuit 
of each of these aims, and the action we are proposing 
to take. 





Tue EpucATION OF THE CONSUMER 


3. In September, 1935, we published a Report 
entitled ‘‘ Education for the Consumer,’’ and in the 
following month a parallel Report by our Scottish Com- 
mittee. In these Reports the position of art in elemen- 
tary and secondary school education was examined and 
we made certain recommendations on this subject and 
with regard to the accommodation and equipment of 
schools, with the object of improving the standard of 
choice of school-children as potential purchasers of 
industrial goods. Clearly an advancement of this 
standard is desirable on other grounds as well, but our 
business was to approach the matter from the indus- 
trial standpoint. We should like to take this oppor 
tunity of acknowledging the publicity given through 
the Press to the Reports (of which some 3,500 copies 
have been sold). We are satisfied with the reception 
that the Report has received. Insufficient time has 
elapsed for action to be taken on any wide scale in the 
directions recommended, but we believe that the 
authorities concerned, the Board of Education, the 
Scottish Education Department, the local education 
authorities, examination bodies and the schools are 
considering our recommendations in a friendly and co 
operative spirit. We hope that when the time comes 
for us to write our next annual report consideration 
will have been followed by action over a wide area. 


4. In the meantime we have ourselves taken certail 
specific steps. At our suggestion the Londom County 
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(ouncil have invited us and we have agreed to give a 
practical demonstration of our recommendations on 
accommodation by planning the building and equip- 
ment of an elementary school in Peckham; it is ex- 
pected that this school will be completed within two 
ars. Further, we have agreed to join with the 
London County Council in the organisation of an 
exhibition to be held in July next of the material avail- 
able for educational purposes in. elementary schools, 
selected for its value as good design, and including 
industrial products which can be used as object lessons 
in schools—a matter to which we drew special atten- 
tion in our Report. 


. 5. We realise the influence that exhibitions of indus- 
trial art may exercise upon the standard of apprecia- 
tion of consumers, but it is important that the exhibi- 
tin should show the right things and be held‘in the 
fight place. In the past such exhibitions have too 
often been on a luxury level and, in consequence, of 
little direct practical interest to the vast majority of 
the public. Moreover, held as they usually are in 
london, their full influence is not felt in the country 
at large. If exhibitions are to exert any widespread 
influence their main emphasis must be on the common 
things of everyday life and they must be held in readily 
accessible places. The articles should be clearly priced 
and kept within the limits of some general level of pur- 
chasing power. We have not as a Council so far under- 
taken the organisation of exhibitions for the publice— 
the primary object of the exhibitions mentioned later 
in this note lies in other directions—but we welcome 
the steps that have been recently taken or are to be 
taken to this end by the Design and Industries Asso- 
ciation (who have just held an exhibition in a depart- 
ment store and are contemplating further exhibitions 
on similar lines); by the Royal Institute of British 
Architects; by the ‘*‘ Architectural Review,’’ and by 
other organisations. Some further reference to our 
pdicy in regard to exhibitions is made in paragraphs 
10 and 12 to 18 below. 


TRAINING OF INDUSTRIAL PERSONNEL 


6. We have been engaged during the past few 
months on a special inquiry into the situation now 
existing in a number of the industries dependent on 
design. We have taken evidence from the following 
industries :— 


Dress Glass 

Hosiery Plastics 

Carpets Electrical Accessories 
Pottery Lace 

Silk Furniture 

Wallpaper Silverware and Jewellery* 


and we hope to issue a Report in the summer based on 
that and other evidence. 


Broadly, the conclusion we have reached is that in 
each of the industrial centres art training for industrial 
designing should be developed in closer co-operation 
with industry to a higher standard than is at present 
Possible, and with greater attention to the technical 
requirements of productions within the limits of which 
the designer will have to work. We are not contem- 
plating any standardised form of organisation for such 
taining. But we are most anxious to secure that each 
of the industries concerned should give full considera- 
tion to the issues involved, and if they think that some 
further provision is required they should take a full 
hare, in co-operation with the local education authori- 
ties, in drawing up plans for the kind of training which 

local situation requires. To this end we have set 
up Committees for 
Cotton and Rayon, in Manchester, 
and 
Pottery, in Stoke-on-Trent, 

* We have made a full inquiry into the position of design 
and the training of designers for the silverware and jewellery 
trades (this is the first of a series of industries selected for 
detailed study) and our report will be presented during the 
‘ourse of the next few months. 
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on which representatives of industry and of education 
are co-operating in the preparation of schemes of train- 
ing. It is on these lines that we should hope to see 
the problem tackled, industry by industry and centre 
by centre, with industrialists bearing their full share of 
the responsibility for framing a scheme of training and 
for making use of it when it is in operation. 


7. The scope of such schemes should be extended, 
we think, to embrace a training in the understanding 
of design by managers and executive staff engaged in 
production, and by travellers, buyers and salesmen 
engaged in distribution. Collectively they form the 
link between the designer who creates the design and 
the purchaser for whom it is created; if they should 
fail to understand and appreciate quality of design the 
link will be broken and the effort to improve industrial 
art stultified. We anticipate that any reorganisation 
of the training provided by art schools for industry will 
take these considerations into account. 

8. It may be added that the institutions providing 
higher art training in London are being reviewed by a 
special Committee appointed for the purpose by the 
Board of Education. We have furnished to that Com- 
mittee a note embodying our views of the ‘industrial 
requirements to be met in reorganising this training. 
An institution in London complementary to the pro- 
vincial colleges indicated above but of a more liberal 
educational character is urgently needed. 


9. Exhibitions of industrial art may have an impor- 
tant place in the training of the designer. In our first: 
general Report to you (presented in February, 1935) 
we emphasised the value of exhibitions— 

‘“ at which selected exhibits of modern indus- 
trial art can be shown side by side with 
examples drawn from the past, to establish con- 
tinuity in tradition, a factor often of the utmost 
value in solving current problems of industrial 
design, and in directing the designer’s attention 
to the limits within which design moves.”’ 


This policy was inaugurated* by a small silverware 
exhibition at the Victoria and Albert Museum in 1934, 
and was extended during 1935 by an exhibition of 
pottery on similar lines but on a larger scale which 
attracted upwards of 20,000 visitors. An illustrated 


‘report on the pottery exhibition will shortly be pub- 


lished. Arrangements have been made to hold a 
further exhibition—this time of domestic metalwork— 
and plans are under consideration for travelling exhibi- 
tions to be sent to provincial centres under the auspices 
of the museum. 


Tur ENCOURAGEMENT OF Goop DESIGN IN MANUFACTURE 


10. Finally, our policy should aim at encouraging 
manufacturers to improve the design of their products 
b 

5 (i) making it easy for them to establish contact 
with skilled designers; 
(ii) providing exhibitions showing the current 
standard that has been achieved. 
Under the first heading, we would mention our pro- 
posals for the establishment of a National Register of 
Industrial Designers. This scheme which has been 
accepted ‘in principle by the Government, and which is 
to receive support from the Exchequer in the opening 
years, is intended to provide a classified register of 
qualified and skilled designers, who are already 
employed or who are available for employment by 
manufacturers, or who, working as free-lances or in 
studios, are prepared to submit to manufacturers 
designs for their industrial products. 


11. In general we accept the views expressed by 
Lord Gorell’s Committee on the importance of exhibi- 
tions of industrial art. We have already referred to 
their value in educating the consumer, paragraph 5 
above, and in the training of the designers and persons 
employed in industry and commerce—paragraph 9 
above. There remains for consideration their value as 
a stimulus to manufacturers to seek a higher standard 
of design. The framing of an exhibition policy presents 
difficulties, but in general we accept and have been 
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guided by the conclusion reached by Lord Gorell’s 
Committee that 


“* to launch out upon a scheme for a continuous 
exhibition . . . before various trials have been 
made, might only too easily involve a temporary 
setback which would prejudice the success of 
the entire exhibition policy. Better far, we 
think, to proceed by slower stages and gradually 
to build up, in a crescendo of interest, a volume 
of achievement to which, if experience should 
point that way, a permanent National Exhibi- 
tion of Modern Industrial Art might be a fitting 
climax.”’ 


12. We have made a beginning on this policy with 
the exhibitions to which reference has been made 
above, viz. exhibitions of:—Silverware in 1934, 
Pottery in 1935, Domestic Metalwork and Educational 
Material in 1936. In addition, we were responsible 
for a selected and controlled exhibit at the Brussels 
Exhibition in 1935, consisting of :—Pottery, China and 
Glass, Silverware, and Printing. Finally, we have 
accepted the invitation of the Government to select 
and arrange the exhibits for the British Government 
section of the Paris International Exhibition of 1937. 


13. Further proposals are under consideration: in 
particular we hope to co-operate in the arrangement 
for one industry (and probably for others afterwards) 
of a private display for the benefit of the industry of a 
range of British. products and the competing range of 
imported foreign products believed to be superior in 
design, 

As indicated in paragraph 5 above, we have been 
troubled by the consideration that recent exhibitions 
of industrial art have in the main been on a luxury 
level, and that even when this has not been the case 
they have not succeeded in displaying any wide range 
of products at a price level low enough to be of prac- 
tical interest to the classes who consume most of our 
industrial output and in a form likely to attract them. 
It is in this range that a standard of good design is 
needed, and as a first step we are investigating the 
possibilities of an exhibition of the furniture and other 
equipment of a four-roomed dwelling at an inclusive 
cost within the means of the working classes. 


ScoTLAND 


14. Our Scottish Committee is proceeding on parallel 
lines with the Council and is co-operating with us 
where their co-operation is applicable. We detail cer- 
tain directions in which their work relates entirely to 
matters affecting Scotland. 


15. The Scottish Committee is organising six exhibi- 
tions of craft from selected schoois for display through- 
out Seotland to show the work of average pupils under 
good teachers. At these exhibitions materials and 
designs suitable for craft work will be displayed and 
lectures will be given. Materials in use in craft work 
throughout Scotland are being considered in consulta- 
tion with the Scottish Education Department so that 
the range and quality may be amended where neces- 
sary. The Committee is co-operating with the Royal 
Scottish Museum in an exhibition of industrial art to 
be held during the summer, and it is also organising an 
exhibition of things of everyday use in a warehouse in 
Edinburgh (on the lines of the exhibition of the Design 
and Industries Association referred to in paragraph 5). 
It hopes to follow up this exhibition with similar exhi- 
bitions in other centres. 


16. The Scottish Committee has appointed Sub- 
Committees (including co-opted representatives of in- 
dustries concerned) to inquire into the question of 
design in the undernoted industries :— 


Cotton textiles Light Metals 

Engineering Printing 

Furniture Scottish Woollens. 

Glass 
Inquiries in each case are at an advanced stage, and 
the findings will in due course be considered by the 
Committee with the industries concerned. Further, 
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the Scottish Committee is reviewing the training avail. 
able at Technical Colleges and the Schools of Art fo 
all other industries in which design applies, with a viey 
to the co-ordination and improvement of such trainj 
in consultation with the Trade Associations concerned 
Each of the four Scottish Schools of Art hag beep 
asked, and has agreed, to undertake an intensive stud. 
of the needs of one particular industry as regards the 
training of designers. 


17. The Scottish Committee has co-operated with ys 
in the inquiry which led to our proposals for the estab. 
lishment of a national register of industrial designers 
Further, with the co-operation of the Chambers of 
Commerce, the Federation of British Industries, anj 
the Schools of Art in Scotland it is providing a mean 
of contact between industry and designers who may be 
ineligible for the register. It is also in consultation 
with the Chambers of Commerce with regard to the 
promotion of closer liaison between industries in whieh 
design applies and the elementary and _ secondary 
schools so that industries may be informed of promising 
pupils and the schools may be informed of vacancies 
and prospects. 


18. We believe that the activities outlined in the 
preceding paragraphs represent an attack along the 
whole line of the problems of art aid industry, and 
while the difficulty of moving forward on so wide s 
front is considerable, we hope by the end of this year 
to be able to report that our immediate programme has 
been successfully carried a further stage.

OUR OVERSEA TRADE IN MARCH 
AND IN THE FIRST QUARTER 
OF 1936 


A REVIEW IN DETAIL 


In last week’s issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ (page 546) 
there was published a preliminary summary of the 
import and export trade of the United Kingdom in 
March, 1936, and the three months ended March, 
1936, compared with corresponding data relating to 
earlier periods. In the present article it is proposed to 
review that trade in some detail. The general position 
is shown in the following table: —

TRADE IN MARCH 


Imports during March were valued at £681 million, 
which was £5°7 million more than in February, 
and £75 million (125 per cent.) more than 2 
March, 1935. The increase compared with a year 9g? 
was general. Imports of food, drink and tobacco 
creased by £1,598,000, of which two-thirds was ™ 
respect of grain and flour (£1,098,000), imports of 
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yheat increasing in value by £704,000 (28 per cent.), 
but in quantity by only 8 per cent. Other substantial 
jnereases were recorded for fresh fruit and vegetables 
£404,000) and beverages and cocoa preparations 
(£360,000), while the only appreciable declines were 
jor the miscellaneous food group (£344,000) and dairy 
poduce (£192,000). 

Imports of raw materials increased in value by 
£3,010,000, of which over half was accounted for by 
raw wool, etc. (£1,724,000). Imports of iron ore and 
srap increased by £481,000, of undressed hides and 
kins by £388,000, and of raw cotton, etc., by 
£376,000, while there was a decline of £496,000 in 
respect of raw rubber. Imports of articles wholly or 
mainly manufactured were valued at £2,767,000 more 
than in March, 1935, the increase being common to all 
but three of the twenty groups comprising this class. 
Qver one-third of the total increase (£950,000) was in 
spect of the manufactured oils group, imports of 
refined petroleum being greater in value by £908,000, 
vhile other large increases were recorded for machinery 
(£394,000), paper, cardboard, etc. (£258,000), iron and 
steel and manufactures (£206,000) and chemicals, 
ings, dyes, etc. (£205,000). 


Exports of United Kingdom produce and manufac- 
tures last month were valued at £36°5 million, which 
was £14 million more than in February and £0°6 
million (1°6 per cent.) more than in March, 1935. 
Compared with a year ago, exports of food, drink and 
tobacco increased by £558,000, of which £468,000 was 
intespect of beverages and cocoa preparations, exports 
of spirits increasing in value by £424,000—mainly to 
the United States. For raw materials a decline of 
$57,000 was recorded, of which £360,000 was in 
respect of coal, no coal being exported to Italy, as 
against exports valued at £324,000 in March, 1935. 
There were also very substantial declines in respect of 
nw wool, ete. (£238,000), and unrefined oils 
(£107,000). 

The value last month of exports of articles wholly 
md mainly manufactured (£28,630,000) was the 
highest recorded for any month since January, 1931, 
with the exception of October and November last year; 
it was £586,000 greater than in March, 1935. Com- 
pared with a year earlier, increases were shown for 
fourteen of the twenty groups in this class, the largest 
being recorded for the miscellaneous group (£259,000) 
—f which about half was accounted for by dressed 
furs, ete.—manufactures of textile materials other 
than cotton, wool and silk (£217,000), machinery 
(£195,000) and apparel (£122,000). The most substan- 
tial decline was for vehicles, including locomotives, 
ships and aircraft (£382,000), of which £377,000 was in 
respect of new ships and boats. 


The value of re-exports last month (£5-9 million) 
vas, as in February, exceptionally high, and was £1-4 
million more than in March, 1935. All three main 
lasses showed increases compared with a year ago, 
those in respect of raw materials (£677,000) and manu- 
factured articles (£660,000) being substantial. In the 
iormer class increases were recorded for raw wool, etc. 
(£325,000), rubber (£312,000) and undressed hides 
ad skins (£189,000), partly offset by a decline in 
respect of oilseeds, etc. (£107,000), while in the latter 
dass over two-thirds of the increase was in respect of 
non-ferrous metals (£448,000). 


The value of goods transhipped under bond, which 

tte not included in either imports or re-exports, 
‘mounted in March to £2,255,000, compared with 
$1,913,000 a year earlier. 


_ The net result of the all-round expansion of trade 
‘ast month compared with a year earlier was an in- 
‘tease in the excess of imports over exports from £20°1 
nillion to £25°6 million, the increase in imports being 
‘considerably lower than that in exports. 

Imports of bullion and specie in March were valued 
at £134 million, which was £7-°0 million less than a 
year earlier, while exports were valued at £5°2 million 
—a decline of £4:1 million. 
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For the first quarter of the year, imports were valued 
at £200°3 million, compared with £178°4 million in 
1935; of the increase of £21°9 million, £6°4 million was 
in respect of food, drink and tobacco, £8-4 million in 
respect of raw materials and £6°7 million in respect of 
manufactured articles. 

Among the groups included in the food, drink and 
tobacco class, increases were recorded for all except 
meat, the most substantial being for grain and flour 
(£2,403,000), beverages and eocoa preparations 
(£1,168,000) and dairy produce (£1,118,000); the de- 
cline for meat was £569,000. Among raw materials, 
the largest increase was in imports of raw wool, etc. 
(£3,769,000), while other substantial increases were 
recorded for raw cotton, ete. (£1,635,000), undressed 
hides and skins (£1,113,000), iron ore and scrap 
(£1,049,000) and oilseeds, nuts, etc. (£970,000); the 
only important decline was in respect of raw rubber 
(£1,863,000). 

For manufactured articles, the increase in imports 
was common to all groups except silk yarns and manu- 
factures; the largest increases were recorded for manu- 
factured oils (£1,395,000), non-ferrous metals 
(£1,063,000), machinery (£895,000), iron and steel 
(£551,000) and paper, cardboard, etc. (£541,000). 

Exports of United Kingdom produce and manufac- 
tures during the first quarter of the year were valued 
at £106-1 million, which was £0°6 million more than in 
the first quarter of 1935. This increase was substan- 
tially the same as that recorded for manufactured 
articles, an increase of £1,287,000 in respect of food 
and drink and tobacco being accompanied by a 
decline of £1,223,000 in respect of raw materials. Of 
the latter, coal accounted for £894,000, due to the 
practical cessation of exports of coal to Italy, which 
were valued at only £19,000 this year, compared with 
£924,000 in the first quarter of 1935. The only other 
substantial decline was for raw wool, etc. (£674,000), 
while for undressed hides and skins an increase of 
£301,000 was recorded. Most of the increase noted 
above for food, drink and tobacco was in respect of 
beverages, etc. (£929,000), due mainly to increased ex- 
ports of spirits to the United States, while the ‘‘ other 
food ’’ group showed an increase of £266,000; this 
figure included herring (£218,000) — mainly to 
Germany. 

Among manufactured articles, substantial increases 
were recorded for machinery (£585,000), manufactures 
of textile materials other than cotton, wool and silk 
(£494,000), miscellaneous manufactures (£490,000) 
and apparel (£326,000); these were partly offset by de- 
clines for vehicles, including locomotives, ships and 
aircraft (£648,000), manufactured oils (£304,000), 
cotton yarns and manufactures (£274,000), non-ferrous 
metals (£240,000) and chemicals (£199,000). 

Exports of imported merchandise in the first quarter 
of the year were valued at £15°9 million, which was 
£1-9 million more than a year earlier. Re-exports of 
food, drink and tobacco declined by £139,000, there 
being an increase of £218,000 in respect of tobacco but 
declines in all the other groups, the largest of which 
were in respect of ‘* other food ’’ (£129,000) and dairy 
produce (£88,000). Re-exports of raw materials in- 
creased by £963,000, of which over two-thirds was in 
respect of rubber (£687,000); other substantial in- 
creases were shown for undressed hides and skins 
(£404,000) and raw wool, etc. (£337,000), while appre- 
ciable declines were recorded for oilseeds, nuts, etc. 
(£217,000) and raw cotton, etc. (£204,000). For 
manufactured articles an increase of £1,172,000 was 
recorded, of which about two-thirds was in respect of 
non-ferrous metals (£764,000); re-exports of manufac- 
tured oils increased by £209,000. 

The excess of imports over exports of merchandise 
during the first quarter of the year was £78-4 million, 
compared with £59-0 million in the corresponding 
period of 1935, and £74:1 million in the first quarter 
of 1934. A comparison with two years ago shows an 
expansion of £16°6 million (9 per cent.) in imports, of 
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£11-4 million (12 per cent.) in exports of United King- 
dom goods and of £1:0 million (6 per cent.) in re- 
exports. 

Transhipments under bond during January-March, 
1936, were valued at £6°7 million, compared with £5-7 
million a year earlier. 

Imports of bullion and specie during the quarter 
were £44-1 million, compared with £541 million a year 
earlier, while exports were valued at £17°7 million and 
£53°6 million, respectively; thus an import surplus of 
£0°5 million last year has increased to one of £263 
million this year. 

The information available from the Accounts relating 
to Trade and Navigation enables the approximate 
value in each month of our aggregate trade with 
British countries and with foreign countries to be 
ascertained. The particulars for the three months 
ended March, 1935 and 1936, are given below :—

The tonnage of coal exported last quarter was 
8,001,000 tons, which was 1,648,000 tons less than in 
the previous quarter, this decline being partly seasonal, 
and 1,403,000 tons (15 per cent.) less than in the first 
quarter of 1935; the decline in value compared with a 
year ago was 12 per cent. 

The principal cause of the decline compared with a 
year ago was the practical cessation of exports to Italy ; 
in the quarter just ended, only 26,000 tons were con- 
signed to Italy, compared with 1,136,000 tons in the 
first quarter of 1935. Other substantial declines com- 
pared with a year ago were recorded for Spain (204,000 
tons, or 44 per cent.) and Belgium (113,000 tons, or 
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52 per cent.), while smaller reductions were shown for 
Sweden, Gibraltar, Argentina, Portugal and France, 
The only important increase was in exports to the Irish 
Free State, which rose from 351,000 tons in the first 
quarter of 1935 to 654,000 tons last quarter. 

Comparing last quarter with that immediately pre. 
ceding, there were substantial declines in exports to 
Canada (298,000 tons), Sweden (290,000 tons), Egypt 
(256,000 tons), Finland (194,000 tons), Denmark 
(179,000 tons) and Italy (134,000 tons); except in the 
case of Egypt and Italy, these declines were mainly 
seasonal, 

The average value of the coal exported during Mareh 
was 16s. 6d. per ton, compared with 16s. 54d. in Febru. 
ary and 15s. 9d. in March last year. The quantity of 
coal shipped last quarter as bunkers for steamers en. 
gaged in the foreign trade and fishing vessels was 
2,923,000 tons, which was about 200,000 tons less 
than in either the previous quarter or the first quarter 
of 1935. Exports of coke and of manufactured fuel 
were less than a year earlier, due largely to there being 
no exports to Italy. 

Imports of crude petroleum last quarter amounted to 
1153 million gallons, which was rather more than in 
either the previous quarter or the first quarter of 1935. 
Retained imports of refined petroleum, also, were 
appreciably greater than in either of the earlier periods 
mentioned, the increase being mainly in respect of 
motor spirit. Exports of British refined petroleum were 
higher than in the previous quarter, but were only 
about two-thirds of those in the first quarter of 
1935. The quantity of imported oil shipped as bunkers 
was appreciably greater than in the previous quarter, 
but was rather less than in the first quarter of last year.

The quantity of iron and steel imported during the 
frst quarter of this year was 83,000 tons more than in 
the previous quarter and 14,000 tons (4 per cent.) more 
than in the first quarter of 1935. Compared with both 
the earlier periods, imports of crude iron and steel and 
of finished goods showed increases, but for all descrip- 
tions of rolling-mill products declines were recorded, 
the reduction in imports of sections, shapes, etc., as 
compared with a year earlier, being very marked. 


British exports of iron and steel last quarter 
amounted to 496,000 tons, which was (seasonally) 
122,000 tons less than in the previous quarter, and 
98,000 tons (5 per cent.) less than in the first quarter 
of 1935. Compared with the previous quarter, exports 
of each of the three classes of iron and steel goods 
showed a substantial decline; for crude iron and steel 
and rolling-mill products there was also an appreciable 
decrease in comparison with a year earlier, while 
finished goods in the aggregate showed little change. 
Among the rolling-mill products specified there were 
substantial reductions, in comparison with a year 
earlier, in exports of plates not under } in. thick, and 
sheets and black plates. Among the finished goods, 
tinned plates and wrought tubes showed some improve- 
ment as compared with the first quarter of 1935, while 
exports of galvanised sheets were considerably smaller. 


The following table gives comparative figures of ex- 
ports of iron and steel to markets to which exports 
amounted to 15,000 tons or more during any quarter 
shown.

Exports to the eleven markets shown in the table 
totalled 347,000 tons, or 70 per cent. of the total ex- 
ports of iron and steel last quarter. British India, as 
in the first quarter of 1935, was the largest market, 
having regained that position from the Union of South 
Africa, which had held first place in each of the pre- 
vious two quarters; exports to India were, however, 
9,000 tons (12 per cent.) less than a year earlier, while 
exports to South Africa were smaller by 10,000 tons 
(15 per cent.). To the other British countries shown, 
except Malaya, exports were higher last quarter than 
4 year ago, the increase in the case of New Zealand 
being appreciable. Argentina was our best foreign 
market, exports to that country being 8,000 tons (29 
per cent.) more than in the first quarter of 1935. An 
appreciable increase was shown for the Netherlands, 
but exports to Scandinavia were 12,000 tons less than a 
year ago.

The tonnage of machinery imported last quarter was 
the highest recorded since the last quarter of 1931, 
being 4,600 tons (28 per cent.) more than in the first 
quarter of last year; of this increase 1,800 tons was in 
respect of machine tools. 


British exports of machinery were seasonally 4,300 
tons less than in the previous quarter, but 1,700 tons 
more than in the first quarter of 1935. Exports of tex- 
tile machinery continued to decline, the reduction com- 
pared with a year ago being 3,500 tons. Substantial 
decreases were also recorded for machine tools, cranes, 
hoists, etc., and mining machinery. On the other hand, 
exports of agricultural machinery and of electrical 
machinery continued the expansion recorded last year, 
and there were substantial increases in exports of a 
considerable number of descriptions of machinery of 
less importance than those specified in the table.

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Exports to the nine markets shown in the table 
amounted to 57,300 tons, or about 60 per cent. of the 
total exports of machinery during last quarter. The 
three largest markets last quarter, as in the correspond- 
ing quarter of 1935, were India, South Africa and 
Australia; South Africa took first place in the fourth 
quarter of last year, but again gave place to 
India last quarter. Argentina formed the next largest 
market, and was one of the two countries among those 
specified which took a larger quantity of machinery 
than in either the previous quarter or the first quarter 
of 1935, the increase compared with the latter period 
being 1,700 tons (74 per cent.). Exports to France, 
too, were larger than in either of the earlier periods, 
the increase compared with a year earlier being 600 
tons (32 per cent.). Exports to China and Hong Kong 
continued to decline and were only about half those 
recorded for the first quarter of last year. 

Imports of new private cars totalled 3,719, being, as 
usual, considerably higher than in the fourth quarter 
of last year, but they were 359 less than a year ago. 
Imports from Canada declined by 729, while those from 
the United States increased by 603. The number of 
motor cars and chassis exported last quarter was 1,143 
less than in the previous quarter, but was higher than 
in the first quarter of last year. Exports of new 
private cars declined by 902, both British India and 
Malaya taking considerably fewer than a year ago; 
New Zealand was the largest market last quarter, 
taking 2,745 cars as against 2,037 a year earlier. Ex- 
ports of new commercial vehicles increased by 117, 
the increase being entirely in exports to British 
countries, while the number of second-hand vehicles 
(passenger and commercial) exported was 1,528, as 
against 670 in the first quarter of 1935. Chassis, both 
commercial and other, showed an increase compared 
with a year ago, principally in exports to Australia. 
Exports of motor cycles and tri-cars were higher than 
in any quarter since the second of 1932, and exports of 
pedal cycles, though slightly less than a year ago, were 
otherwise higher than in any quarter since the end of 
1929. 

Exports of locomotives continued to improve and 
were higher than in any quarter since the third of 1931, 
while a very substantial increase was recorded, in com- 
parison with a year ago, for other rolling stock. Exports 
of ships and boats were very small.

Retained imports of raw cotton last quarter (3575 
million lbs.), though seasonally less than the very high 
figure recorded for the previous quarter (499°7 million 
lbs.), were greater than in any other quarter since the 
first of 1934. According to figures published by the 
Liverpool Cotton Association, the deliveries of raw 
cotton to mills last quarter (369-1 million Ibs.) were 
the highest recorded since the fourth quarter of 1929. 
The average value of the raw cotton imported during 
March was 6°3d. per lb., compared. with 6°8d. per |b. 
in the two preceding months and 6°5d. per lb. in March, 
1935. 


Exports of cotton yarns last quarter (39-7 million 
lbs.) were higher than in any quarter since the first of 
1932. Exports of cotton piece-goods (509 million square 
yards), though seasonally greater than in the three 
preceding quarters, were 36 million square yards (7 per 
cent.) less than a year earlier; this decline affected all 
the main classes of piece-goods except coloured 
cottons, being greatest in respect of unbleached and 
printed goods.

Exports to British India last quarter were 45 million 
square yards (25 per cent.) less than a year earlier, but 
there was an increase of 20 million square yards (50 pet 
cent.) in shipments to British and French West Africa, 
the exports being, with the exception of those for the 
previous quarter, the highest recorded since the fourth 
quarter of 1932; this increase was almost entirely 10 
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onsignments to British West Africa. For the remain- 
ing markets the only important change as compared 
with a year earlier was a substantial increase in the 
quantity taken by Egypt. 

Retained imports of sheep’s and lambs’ wool last 
quarter were 41 million Ibs. (21 per cent.) greater than 
syear ago and were the highest recorded since the first 
quarter of 1934. The average value of the imports 
during March, 1936, was 11°0d. per lb., compared with 
90d. per lb. a year earlier. Exports of sheep’s and 
lambs’ wool last quarter (13°4 million lbs.) were 8:8 
million Ibs, less than in the first quarter of 1935; this 
decrease was mostly in exports of imported wool 
treated in the United Kingdom and wool from imported 
skins, due to continued smaller shipments to Germany. 
There was, however, also a decline in exports of British 
yool, a substantial increase in exports to the United 
States being more than offset by a very heavy fall in 
the quantity taken by Germany and the virtual cessa- 
tion of supplies to Italy. Exports of wool tops last 
quarter (13-0 million lbs.) were 4-7 million lbs. less than 
the very high figure recorded for the first quarter of 
last year, due to smaller shipments to Germany. 


Exports of woollen and worsted yarns (12:0 million 
lbs.) were 1°6 million lbs, less than in the first quarter 
of 1935, the decrease being principally due to 
smaller consignments of worsted yarns to Germany. 
Exports of woollen and worsted tissues last quarter 
were, however, 2°6 million square yards (9 per cent.) 
more than a year earlier. The following table shows 
the exports to some of the principal markets. It will 
be seen that there were appreciable increases, com- 
pared with a year ago, in exports to Canada, the Argen- 
tine, the Union of South Africa and the United States, 
exports to these four markets thus continuing to show 
the improvement recorded for the year 1935. Exports 
to China and Hong Kong were again very low and 
showed a marked decline as compared with a year ago.

_As regards other textile materials, imports of raw 
ilk last quarter continued the rise during recent 
years, being one-third larger than a year ago, and 
imports of silk cocoons, waste, etc., nearly doubled. 
There was also an appreciable increase in the 
retained imports of raw jute, but a considerable decline 
was recorded for flax and flax tow. The quantity of silk 
plece-goods, both pure and mixed, imported last 
quarter was substantially less than a year ago, while 
the relatively small British exports showed no change. 
Artificial silk piece-goods imported showed some redue- 
tion as compared with a year earlier, while exports in- 
tteased by over 50 per cent. There were also sub- 
stantial increases in exports of both linen and jute 
Plece-goods and of cordage, exports of linen piece-goods 
being higher than in any quarter since the first of 1925. 
or both linen and jute piece-goods the increase com- 
pared with a year earlier was mainly in exports to the 
United States.

Imports of two-thirds of the raw materials specified 
in the table were higher last quarter than a year earlier, 
the increase in respect of iron ore being specially 
marked, The very considerable decline in retained im- 
ports of raw rubber was due to a fall in total imports, 
accompanied by an increase in re-exports; there were 
also substantial decreases in imports of soya beans and 
of palm kernels. The marked decline in imports of 
timber compared with the immediately preceding 
quarter was seasonal, 

Among the semi-manufactured materials specified, 
imports of the metals were all smaller than a year ago, 
and only for lead was an increase over the previous 
quarter recorded. 


FOOD, DRINK AND TOBACCO 


The following table gives particulars of the imports 
of some leading kinds of food and drink and of tobacco 
during the first quarter of 1936, compared with earlier 
periods.

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Aggregate imports of grain and flour during the firgt 
quarter of this year amounted to 51°5 million cwts,, o 
8°5 million cwts. (20 per cent.) more than a year ago 
while the value of the imports rose by 19 per cent. to 
£149 million. Imports of wheat were slightly greate 
than in the first quarter of 1935, notwithstanding g 
decline in supplies from the Argentine from 7-5 million 
cwts, to 432,000 cwts.; imports from Australia rose to 
just over 6 million ewts., while those from Canada 
(116 million cwts.) were 70 per cent. greater than 
a year ago. The quantity of barley imported was 
seasonally less than in the preceding quarter, but 
nearly 70 per cent. greater than in the first three 
months of 1935; the chief supplies were received from 
the Soviet Union (1:5 million ecwts.) and the United 
States (872,000 cwts.), whereas a year earlier the 
largest quantity was received from the Argentine. Maize 
continued to be imported on a larger scale than was the 
case prior to 1936; imports during the first quarter of 
the year were more than half as large again as in the 
corresponding period of last year, over 90 per cent. of 
the total coming from the Argentine. Imports of 
wheat meal and flour were also considerably larger than 
& year ago, a reduction in supplies from France 
and Italy being more than offset by increases in respect 
of Australia und Canada. The quantity of oats im. 
ported during the quarter fell to the very low figure of 
275,000 cwts., as compared with 805,000 cwts. ‘a year 
ago. The average value of the wheat imported in 
February was 7s. per cwt., the highest recorded since 
October, 1930, and differed but little from this figure 
during the other two months of the quarter; for wheat 
meal and flour, the average value reached 8s. 10d, per 
ewt. in February and 8s. 9d. in March, and, with the 
exception of the preceding quarter, the average value 
for the quarter was higher than in any quarter of the 
last five years. In the case of barley, oats and maize, 
average values of imports were considerably lower than 
in the first quarter of last year. 

The aggregate quantity of meat imported during last 
quarter (6°9 million cwts.) was 4 per cent. less than in 
the first quarter of 1935, and the value of the imports 
declined by 3 per cent. to £18°6 million. Imports of 
beef were about the same as in the preceding quarter, 
but somewhat less than in the corresponding period of 
last year, mainly owing to a reduction in supplies from 
New Zealand. Smaller imports of mutton and lamb 
from New Zealand resulted in the total for the quarter 
showing a decline as compared with a year ago, though 
if was considerably greater than the total for the pre- 
ceding quarter. The quantity of bacon and hams im- 
ported was less than in either of the earlier periods, 
supplies of bacon from Denmark and Canada being 
appreciably smaller than a year ago. The average 
values of beef and of mutton and lamb imported fell 
during March, but, for the quarter as a whole, they 
were somewhat higher than in the preceding quarter 
and about the same as a year ago; for bacon, the 
average value was higher than in either of the earlier 
periods and rose to £4 2s. 10d. per ewt. in March. The 
number of cattle imported from the Irish Free State 
was considerably greater than a year ago and the total 
value of imports of living animals for food during the 
quarter (£1,478,000) showed an increase of 23 per cent. 

Imports of butter, though greater than in the fourth 
quarter of 1935, were somewhat smaller than in the 
first three months of that year, owing to reductions In 
supplies from Australia and New Zealand. Cheese was 
imported in appreciably smaller quantities than ™ 
either of the earlier periods, consignments from New 
Zealand (499,000 ewts.) being 19 per cent. less than 4 
year ago. Imports of eggs were seasonally smaller 
than in the previous quarter, but rose by 39 per cent. 
as compared with the first quarter of 1935, the 1- 
creased quantities coming chiefly from Denmark, the 
Netherlands, Poland and Belgium. The average value 
of the butter imported continued to decline from the 
relatively high values recorded at the end of 1935; for 
cheese and eggs there was a seasonal decline as com:

The total value of the fresh fruit and vegetables im- 
ported during the quarter (£8,940,000) was nearly 10 
er cent. greater than in the corresponding period of 
last year, the increase being mainly attributable to 
larger imports of apples, bananas, and fresh vegetables, 
apecially potatoes, imports of which rose from 137,000 
evts. to 1,253,000 ewts. Owing to the practical cessa- 
tion of imports of lemons from Italy, the total quantity 
imported fell from 340,000 ewts. to 169,000 ewts., while 
the value rose from £201,000 to £240,000. 

Retained imports of tea were somewhat greater than 
s year earlier, but showed a seasonal decline compared 
with the preceding quarter; retained imports of cocoa 
gnd coffee were considerably greater than in either of 
the earlier periods. As compared with a year ago, 
larger imports of tea were received from Ceylon and 
Nyasaland, while the average value of the imports, at 
js, 1d. per lb., was higher by 1d. per lb. 


Raw sugar was imported in substantially larger 
quantities than in the previous quarter or in the first 
quarter of last year, the increased imports as compared 
with a year ago coming mainly from the British sources 
of supply. The average value of the imports, which 
had risen continuously since August last year, reached 
is, 8d. per ewt. in February, the highest since Febru- 
ay, 1934, but fell to 7s. 34d. per ewt. in March. 

Imports of unmanufactured tobacco, both total and 
retained, were substantially larger than a year ago, 
due to increased supplies from the United States, 
(anada and India. The average value of the imports, 
about 1s. 3d. per lb., was considerably less than the 
unusually high values recorded in the early months of 
last year.

Apart from April, 1933, May, 1934, and March, 1935, 
postal receipts have been higher than in the corre- 
sponding month a year earlier for each month since 
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the end of 1932. The increase last month was 5:9 per 
cent., compared with 2‘9 per cent. in February and 
3-2 per cent. in January.

The new census tables 
relate to the marital condition of the population by 
age groups and to the numbers engaged in the various 
occupations or occupational groups. Under the heading 
Public Education, the tables for Scotland have been 
revised and extended throughout and those for 
Northern Ireland have been supplemented by a table 
giving particulars of the school medical service and 
the provision of meals to school children, as well as 
additional information relating to elementary schools. 
Comparative figures over a long series of years of the

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
HAIR COMBS 


The Treasury have issued, on the recommendation 
of the Import Duties Advisory Committee, the Addi- 
tional Import Duties (No. 8) Order, 1936 (S.R. and O., 
1936, No. 324), which imposes on hair combs, whether 
finished or not, but not including blanks in sheet form, 
a duty of 8s. per gross, as an alternative to the present 
aggregate duty of 20 per cent. 


The Order takes effect from Friday, April 17, 1936. 


In their report the Committee say that the import 
trade in celluloid combs has increased with remarkable 
rapidity in recent years, and more than one half of the 
imports of combs now consists of these articles, which 
are sold to the distributors at prices with which the 
British manufacturers cannot reasonably be expected 
to compete. The Committee see no reason why the 
increase in duty should affect the retail buyer.

AUSTRALIAN TARIFF BOARD REFERENCE 
HAT LININGS 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Australia has 
telegraphed to the effect that a request for increased 
duties on hat linings as included under Tariff Item 
No. 106 (B) has been referred for inquiry and report. to 
the. Australian Tariff Board. Tariff Item No. 106 (B) 
reads, in part, as follows:—‘‘ Trimmings and orna- 
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ments, not elsewhere included in the Tariff, for hats 
shoes and other attire, not being partly or wholly of 
gold or silver.’’ Goods classified under this item ar 
at present free of duty under the British Preferentig 
Tariff, but subject to a duty of 25 per cent. ad valorem 
under the General Tariff. 


Any United Kingdom concerns interested in cop. 
testing this application for increased duties before the 
Tariff Board should communicate at once with the 
Comptroller-General, Department of Overseas Trade, 
35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1. 


ITALIAN BANKING LEGISLATION 


By a Royal Decree-Law of March 12, 1936, various 
important changes have been effected in the banking 
and credit system of Italy. A translation of the Decree 
in question is aveilable for inspection at the Depart.

YUGOSLAV CURRENCY REGULATIONS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at 
Belgrade has forwarded translations of two Orders 
issued by the Ministry of Finance, of which one is 
intended to ensure that payment for goods imported 
into Yugoslavia from France and Germany is made 
through the clearing arrangements with those coun- 
tries. The other sets up an Import Committee at the 
National Bank of Yugoslavia, which is to draw up a 
list of goods which may be imported only after approval 
to effect payment has been obtained from the National 
Bank. It is understood that the purpose of this Order 
is to enable the Yugoslav authorities to control the 
sources of the import trade, with the object of pro- 
moting trade with those countries with which Yugo- 
slavia has clearing agreements.

ROUMANIAN INCOME TAX 


H.M. Minister at Bucharest has reported that the 
Ministry of Finance has issued instructions relative to 
the taxation of foreign firms established in Roumania 
and receiving money from Roumania. These instruc- 
tions are based on Article 2 of the Law on Direct Taxa- 
tion of April, 1934, as amended by that of April, 1935, 
which reads as follows :— 

‘* Foreigners, persons physical or juridical, who 
have their domicile or the head office of their enter- 
prise abroad, will be taxed on the revenues 
realised in Roumania. Liability to taxation 1s 
dependent on no other condition than that the 
revenues are obtained in this country.”’ 


Foreign firms which sell goods in Roumania through 
an intermediary are held to be liable to taxation, but 
those which sell on a direct invoice without agent or 
representative are not liable. 


The representatives of foreign firms are required to 
supply the fiscal authorities with the following docu- 
ments in original or certified copy :— 

(1) Letter of appointment (as representative). 

(2) Name of firm represented. 

(3) List of all the contracts executed (sales 
effected). 

(4) Particulars of personal income. 

(5) Rent paid for office, 

Tax is assessed at 17} per cent. of the assumed 
profits made on sales of goods in Roumania. These 
profits are calculated in each case at 10 per cent. of the 
total of such sales.

NEW ZEALAND 


OVERSEA TRADE IN JANUARY 


According to the Monthly Abstract of Statistics compiled 
in the Census and Statistics Office, Wellington, the total 
value of imports of merchandise (excluding specie) during 
January last was £3,597,267 (January, 1935, £3,226,926), 
and exports of merchandise (excluding specie) £6,098, 335 
(£5,075,694), an increase of 20-1 per cent. The principal 
cause of the rise is to be found in a greatly enhanced value 
of exports of wool as compared with the total for January 
The quantity of wool exported during January 
last was 135,026 bales, the declared value being £1,837,452, 
as compared with 83,816 bales valued at £893,870 in Janu- 
ary, 1935, an increase of 61-1 per cent. in quantity and 
105°6 per cent. in value. Exports of butter and cheese were 
substantially lower in volume than in January of last year, 
290,897 ewts. of butter being exported as compared with 
409,798 cwts. in January, 1935, while the figures for cheese 
were 164,349 cwts. (227,875 cwts.). The declared value of 
the butter exports was £1,544,361 (£1,618,870) a fall of only 
4-6 per cent. in value but a drop of 29 per cent. in quantity. 


Exports of lamb in January last were slightly higher both 
in quantity and in value than in January of last year, while 
those of mutton were materially lower.

SWITZERLAND—FINLAND 


TREATY OF ESTABLISHMENT 


The Board of Trade have received the text of a Treaty 
of Establishment between Switzerland and Finland which 
was signed at Berne on May 7, 1935, and came into force on 
January 28, 1936. 


The Treaty will remain in force for a period of one year 
and unless notice of denunciation is given six months before 
the date of expiration it will continue in force subject to 
six months’ notice. 


Most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded to nationals 
in the following matters: 


Travelling, residence and establishment; exercise uf com- 
merce, professions and industry ; acquisition, possession and 
disposal of movable and immovable property, whether ac- 
quired by inheritance, legacy, purchase, exchange or in any 
other legal manner. 


Most-favoured-nation and national treatment will also be 
enjoyed by nationals in regard to taxation or other contri- 
butions to the State. 


Commercial, industrial and financial organisations, co- 
operative societies and economic associations, legally con- 
stituted within the territory of either contracting party, 
shall be entitled to operate within the territory of the other 
in so far as the laws permit and shall enjoy most-favoured- 
nation treatment in matters of taxation and in all other 
respects. 


The nationals of either country shall be exempt from 
military service. Most-favoured-nation treatment, in the 
matter of requisitions, exactions and forced loans which 
may be enacted in time of war, is mutually guaranteed, as 
well as national treatment with regard to expropriations and 
the payment of indemnities. 


A Protocol annexed to the Agreement provides that most- 
favoured-nation treatment shall not apply in the case of 
favours accorded to frontier States in order to facilitate 
frontier traffic, and mutual liberty of action is reserved re- 
garding the activities of itinerant traders or others soliciting 
orders from private persons. Nor is most-favoured-nation 
treatment in the matter of taxes to apply to charges under 
the heading of residence taxes.

UNDER SECTION 9 OF THE FINANCE ACT, 
1932: CASTOR SEED 


1. Under the Import Duties (Drawback) (No. 5) Order, 
1935, made by virtue of their powers under Section 9 of the 
Finance Act, 1932, which has been amended by the Import 
Duties (Drawback) (No. 4) Order, 1936, the Treasury have 
approved as from April 18, 1936, a scheme for the allowance 
of drawback on the exportation of castor oil in respect of 
the following material used in the manufacture thereof, on 
which duty has been charged under Part I of the Import 
Duties Act, 1932, viz. :— 


Castor SEED 


The conditions set out below will now govern the payment 
of drawback in the case of castor oil which is exported on or 
after April 18, 1936. 


2. The drawback is allowed subject to Section 9 of the 
Finance Act, 1932 (sub-section (4) of which provides that 
drawback in the case of the exported goods shall only be 
allowed in respect of such quantity of material as is shown 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioners to be duty-paid) 
and to the terms of the scheme, which provides for the 
allowance of drawback in respect of the average quantity of 
the specified material used by manufacturers generally in 
the manufacture of castor oil, that is to say 22 tons of castor 
seed per ton of castor oil. 


3. The rate of drawback specified in the scheme is 19s. 64. 
per ton weight of castor seed. 


4. In the case of fractions of a ton the amount of draw- 
back shall be calculated proportionately. 


5. The drawback shall not be allowed in respect of castor 
seed imported before March 12, 1934. 


6. Information as to the procedure to be followed by ex 
porters of castor oil, who wish to claim drawback in respect 
of the castor seed used in its manufacture, is contained in 
Notice No. 221 obtainable on application to the Commis 
sioners of Customs and Excise, Custom House, London, 
E.C.3, or the Local Collector of Customs and Excise.

BILL TO AMEND THE CUSTOMS ACT 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a Bill to 
amend the Customs Act, which received its first reading on 
March G6. It is proposed, inter alia, to repeal Section 36 (2) 
of the Customs Act and to replace it by the following new 
section : — 

‘* 36.—The value for duty of new or unused goods 
shall in no case be less than the actual cost of production 
of similar goods at date of shipment direct to Canada 
plus a reasonable advance for selling cost and profit, 
such advance not to be greater than that which in the 
ordinary course of business under normal conditions of 
trade is added, in the case of goods similar to the parti- 
cular goods under consideration, by manufacturers or 
producers of goods of the same class or kind in the 
country of export.” 


Section 37 of the Customs Act, which relates to the fair 
market value of goods imported into Canada, the prices of 
which are published or listed by the manufacturers or pro- 
ducers, is repealed. 

The Bill also contains provision for the appeal to the 
Tariff Board, by any interested party, against valuations 
under section 43 of the Customs Act. These valuations are, 
however, not applicable to goods imported under the British 
Preferential Tariff. 


STANDARDS FOR FOOD AND DRUGS 


The ‘‘ Canada Gazette ’’ of February 8 contains the text 
of an Order-in-Council, dated January 18, which amends the 
regulations under the Food and Drugs Act governing the 
standard of purity of gelatin required in the Dominion.

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CUSTOMS RULINGS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Appraisers’ 
Bulletin No. 4,473, issued by the Dominion Department of 
National Revenue, which contains the following rulings 
relating to the classification of goods under the Canadian 
Customs Tariff. The rates of duty levied under each item 
are shown in square brackets. 


Mattress waste, being cotton fillings of used mattresses, 
is to be classified under Tariff Item 520 [Free from all 
sources] or Tariff Item 520b (74 per cent. ad valorem 
(British Preferential Rate); 10 per cent. ad valorem 
{Intermediate Rate); 123 per cent. ad valorem (General 
Rate)], as the case may be, according to the condition of 
the material when imported into Canada. 


Cartons which are imported containing articles such as 
glass bottles, glass jars, tin cans, etc., and are specially 
manufactured so that they can be subsequently used for 
reshipping the said articles when filled with products 
manufactured in Canada, are held to be dutiable in 
accordance with the provisions of Tariff Item 710 e.* 


All-metal fully soldered reeds for looms are of a class 
or kind manufactured in Canada and, therefore, are not 
entitled to entry under Tariff Item 413.f 


Weft bobbins, pirns or quills, per samples, for auto- 
matic looms, which are composed in part of paper with a 
base of indurated fibre or bakelite, with two or three grip 
rings of iron or steel around the base, and with a narrow 
metallic collar, until otherwise determined, may be per- 
mitted entry under Tariff Item 711 [15 per cent. ad 
valorem (British Preferential Rate); 25 per cent. ad 
valorem (Intermediate and General Rates) ]. 


FURTHER TARIFF CONCESSIONS TO FRANCE 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of an Order-in- 
Council, dated March 23, and effective on and from 
March 31, which provides that the following goods the pro- 
duce or manufacture of France, French Colonies and Pro- 
tectorates and territories under French mandate shall enjoy 
on their importation into Canada the Tariff treatment set

IRISH FREE STATE 


EXPORT BOUNTY ON BACON, CURED HAMS 
AND OTHER CURED PIGS’ MEAT 


With reference to the notice under the heading ‘‘ Export 
Bounties on Agricultural Products ’’ in the ‘‘ B.T.J.” of 
April 9, 1936 (page 528), the United Kingdom Trade Com. 
missioner at Dublin has informed the Board of Trade that 
the Irish Free State Department of Agriculture has 
announced that the bounty on bacon, cured hams and other 
cured pigs’ meat exported during the period April 13 to 
May 31, 1936, both dates inclusive, will be payable at the 
rate of 17s. 6d. per cwt., irrespective of the country of 
destination or consumption. 


SUGAR (CONTROL OF IMPORT) ACT, 1936 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Sugar 
(Control of Import) Act, 1936, as passed by the Dail and the 
Senate, which empowers the Irish Free State Executive 
Council to prohibit the importation of sugar into the Irish 
Free State except under licence granted to the Irish Sugar 
Company. .

IMPORTATION OF WHEAT AND WHEAT-FLOUR 
PROHIBITED

which prohibits the importation into New Zealand, except 
with the consent of the Minister of Customs, of wheat and 
wheat-flour, including wheat-meal and similar preparations 
of wheat otherwise than in pursuance of a written permit 
issued in that behalf by the Minister of Industries and 
Commerce. 


SOUTHERN RHODESIA 


AMENDMENT OF PREFERENCE CONDITIONS: 
SUGAR 


With reference to the notice in the ‘B.T.J.’’ ef July 2 
(page 149) respecting the amendment of* the Southern 
Rhodesian Preference Regulations, H.M. Trade Commis- 
sioner at Johannesburg has reported, by telegraph, that 
the Southern Rhodesian Government have made an Order, 
dated April 10, which provides that, in order to qualify for 
entry at Preferential rates of Customs duty, goods falling 
under Tariff Items 43 (a), (b) and (c) need only contain 25 
per cent. of their value due to British Empire labour and/or 
materials instead of 50 per cent. as previously.

BRAZIL 


‘SOCIAL PROVIDENT” TAX ON IMPORTS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Rio de 
Janeiro has forwarded particulars of recent Decrees which 
establish a “social provident’ tax of 2 per cent. of the 
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commercial value of goods imported into Brazil, the proceeds 
of the tax to be used for the benefit of the Commercial Em- 
joyees Pensions Institute. 

The following are exempt from this tax :— 

(a) Fuels. 

(b) Wheat. 

(c) Goods for which no duty is stipulated in the Customs 
Tariff, or which are admitted free of duty in 
virtue of other measures, of Government con- 
tracts, or of special concessions. 

(d) Goods specified in the Commercial Treaty of Febru- 
ary 2, 1935, between Brazil and the United States. 


The basis of exchange for the collection of the tax is the 
average rate supplied by the Brokers’ Exchange (Junta de 
Correctores) for the payment of ad valorem import duties. 


FRANCE 


EXHAUSTION OF QUOTA: FISH 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of April 16 announces the 
ahaustion of the United Kingdom quota for the import 
into France of dried, salted and smoked fish other than cod 
amd herrings (ex Tariff No. 46), in consequence of which 
imports of such fish may not be resumed until further notice. 


EXHAUSTION OF QUOTA: CHINA CLAY 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of April 10 announces 
that the United Kingdom quota for china clay (Tariff No. 
19) for the current quarter has been wholly distributed, 
and that consequently no further applications for licences 
vill be entertained. 


SPECIAL TAXES ON SISAL, ETC. 


The issues of the French ‘“ Journal Officiel ? of April 7 
and April 10 contain, respectively, a Law of April 3 and an 
Order of April 8, the effect of which is to extend the special 
tax imposed under the Law of March 31, 1931, on imports 
ofsisal and sisal manufactures, to apply also to certain other 
vegetable fibres and manufactures thereof. The rates of the 
special tax, which continues to be leviable on imports of any 
origin, are as follows :—

DUTY QUOTA ON CERTAIN COMBUSTION 
ENGINES FOR MOTOR CYCLES: CUSTOMS 
CLEARANCE 


Provision was made in the Agreement of March 13, 1935, 
between Germany and Switzerland (see the “ B.T.J.’’ of 
April 4, 1935, page 613) for the application of a reduced 
Customs duty of 100 Rm. per 100 kilogs. in respect of com- 
bustion engines for motor cycles, each machine weighing 
net: as l-cylinder engine, 50 kilogs or less; as 2-eylinder 
engine, 100 kilogs. or less—up to a maximum quantity per 
calendar year of 4,400 kilogs. (Note to No. 894 of the Ger- 
man Customs Tariff). 

The ‘‘ Reichszollblatt ’’ for March 25, 1936, specifies the

IRAN 


CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN 


H.M. Representative in Tehran reports that from April 
21, 1936, certificates of origin signed by competent 
authorities in the country of origin are to accompany docu- 
ments and invoices relative to all goods imported into Iran. 
It is understood that certificates of Chambers of Commerce 
will be accepted in this connection. 


EXCHANGE CONTROL 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘* B.T.J.”’ of April 2 (page 504), the Board of Trade 
have now received the text of the Regulations issued by the 
Iranian Government for the execution of the Exchange Con- 
tro] Law, A translation of certain of the Regulations is 
given below, and the full text may be inspected by persons 
interested on application to the Department of Overseas 
Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1. 


REGULATIONS FOR THE EXkCUTION OF THE LAW RELATIVE 
To Foreign ExcHANGE TRANSACTIONS APPROVED ON 
Marcu 18, 1936 


Arts. 1 and 2 


These articles deal with the formation and functions of 
the Exchange Commission. 


Arts. 3-10 


These articles contain general provisions for the control 
of persons, companies and public bodies dealing in foreign 
exchange. 


Arts. 11-13 


These articles deal with the functions of authorised banks. 


Arts. 14-17 
Issue OF THE Permits (‘‘ Dsavazes ’’) 


Art. 14.—As regards exchange demanded for the importa- 
tion of merchandise, the permit shall be issued in the 
following manner: 


The ‘‘ Administration Générale du Commerce ”’ will submit 
every import licence to the Commission prior to its issue to 
the applicant, so that the Commission may signify their con- 
sent on the said licence after consideration of the general 
exchange position, and return it to the Department of Com- 
merce for transmission to the applicant. 


Art. 15.—As regards the exchange that is necessary for 
non-commercial purposes, the prospective buyers must pro- 
duce proof of their requirements to the Commission, and 
the latter shall issue the permit in the following manner : 


(a) For the State and public institutions, within the 
limit of the exchange credit available apart from 
the needs of importations. 


(b) As regards the transfer of the profits of foreign 
enterprises or individuals who deal direct with 
public institutions (‘‘ Etablissements publics ’’), 
provided this profit does not exceed 10 per cent. 
of the total amount of the transaction. The Com- 
mission will be entitled to postpone the authorisa- 
tion for transfer up to 6 months. 


(c) As regards foreigners resident in Iran who are in 
the service of public institutions : within the limits 
of half the emoluments, salaries or other income 
in rials of the said persons, in accordance with 
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the certification of the employers, passed by 
Commission, 


(d) As regards Iranians proceeding abroad for purpo 
of study or medical treatment, residing abroad 
returning therefrom: due regard will be paid t 
their normal requirements and the amount ¢ 
their incomes. 


In other cases, the Exchange Commission will be entitle 
to refuse, admit or reduce the applications made. 


Art. 16.—Each of the authorised banks may sell exch 
up to 4,000 rials daily without the authorisation of the Con. 
mission, for the requirements of Iranian students and jp. 
valids resident abroad, as well as for the purchase of book 
or journals, and for subscription to newspapers and journak 
provided that they do not sell more than £10 per month 
any one person, and that they are assured that the exchang 
purchased will be utilised for the above-mentioned purpose, 


Art. 17.—The permit for buying of exchange is not tran 
ferable, and is only valid for 20 days in regard to nop 
commercial requirements. The period of validity of permits 
for State requirements may exceed 20 days. 

If individuals or institutions who obtain permits for ex 
change required for the importation of goods do not impor 
goods equivalent to the total amount of the exchange ob 
tained within 3 months from date of issue, they must sell the 
exchange not utilised to an authorised bank. 


Arts. 18-20 
UNDERTAKING TO SELL EXCHANGE 


Art. 18.—The following regulations shall apply to export 
transactions : — 

The exporter shall undertake, at the time of exportation, 
to sell to one of the authorised banks, within three months 
at latest from the date of exportation, exchange equivalent 
to the amount calculated by the Customs authorities, plus 10 
per cent. 

This undertaking is to be made out in triplicate, signed 
by the exporter and by the manager of the Customs despateh- 
ing office; one copy will be preserved by the Customs Office 
in question, another will be transmitted to the Exchange 
Commission, and the third copy will be forwarded to the 
exporter should he so desire. 


Art. 19.—The export certificate will not be obtainable 
until the undertaking to sell the exchange has been entered 
into. 


Art. 20.—The undertaking to sell foreign exchange is 
not demanded in regard to the following articles : — 

(1) Luggage and articles’ for the personal use of 
travellers. 

(2) Articles sent abroad by way of presents or samples, 
on condition that the value does not exceed 200 
rials in each case. 

(3) Goods exported from one of the Iranian frontiers for 
import through another. 

(4) As regards the inhabitants of villages situated o 
the frontiers: within the limits of the provisions 
relating to export certificates. 


Art. 21 
Provides penalties for infractions of the regulations. 


NICARAGUA 


SURTAXES ON SUGAR AND TOBACCO 


H.M. Representative at Managua reports that a Decree 
was published on February 10 which imposed surtaxes on 
sugar and tobacco entering Nicaragua through the ports 00 
the Atlantic coast. 

The surtaxes, the proceeds of which are intended for road 
works, will be collected by the Customs Authorities at the 
following rates:—Sugar—50 centavos per quintal fo 
national produce, 1 cordoba per quintal for foreign produce; 
tobacco, leaf or manufactured, excluding certain cigarettes 
—10 centavos per pound for national or foreign produce. 


ROUMANIA 


IMPORT AND EXPORT REGIME: AMNESTY 
LAW 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest has forwarded a trat* 
lation of a Law, promulgated by Royal Decree No. 594 om 
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March 27, and published in the ‘‘ Monitorul Oficial ”’ of 
March 28, 1936, which grants an amnesty for offences 


inst the foreign exchange regulations. Particulars of 
the Law are as follows :— 


Merchants and industrialists who, in conformity with the 
law on foreign exchange transactions, have made declara- 
tions to the National Bank of Roumania on the subject of 
their obligations in foreign exchange, with a view to obtain- 
ing foreign currency in payment thereof, before this present 
law was placed on the table of the Legislative Bodies, may 
reduce the amount of the sums declared, relinquish 
altogether their application for foreign exchange, or make 
afresh declaration. 


The modified declaration or relinquishment of the appli- 
cation must be effected within forty days from the date of 
publication of this Law. 


Those who make the revised declaration or withdrawal 
within the period above indicated will not be prosecuted 
for infringement of the Law under Article 5 of Law No. 197 
of October 1, 1932, for effecting payments abroad without 
the permits prescribed by this Law. 

Likewise those merchants and industrialists will not be 
prosecuted or held liable to penalties who, in order to pay 
their debts abroad, whether completely or in part, have 
transferred sums abroad without legal authorisation and 
have used means of payment which contravene the Foreign 
Exchange Law of 1932 with its modifications or the regula- 
tions for its application, on condition that they declare to 
tho National Bank the payments thus made within forty 
days from the date of publication of this Law. 


Merchants and industrialists who fail to make the above 
declaration, or who are proved to have made a false declara- 
tion, will be liable to three times the penalties prescribed by 
law No. 197 of 1982. 


The entries in the firm’s account books of the translations 
referred to in the present Law which are effected within the 
period of forty days from its publication, will be considered 
regular, both from the point of view of the commercial laws 
as from that of the fiscal laws, whatever may have been the 
actual date of the transactions. 


Those wrongdoers and their accessories and accomplices 
vho have been brought before the Courts of Justice for their 
incorrect dealings, and whose cases are either in the enquiry 
stage or “‘ sub judice,’’ are deprived of the benefits of this 
law. 


SPAIN 
PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period April 21 to 30, in respect of import and export 
duties, Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or 
notes of the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 139-30 per cent. 


(This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
% per cent., as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 2, 1930, 
being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques drawn 
on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign banks 
established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, however, 
the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold currency 
cheques.) 


TURKEY 
SAFEGUARDING OF TURKISH CURRENCY 


With reference to the notice’under the above heading in 
the “ B.T.J.”? of April 2, 1936, the Board of Trade are 
totified that Spain and Roumania, having concluded clear- 
ing agreements with Turkey, have been deleted from the list 
of countries affected by the Turkish Decree for the Safe- 
guarding of Currency. The Turkish Government have added 
Malta and Cyprus to the list in question. 


URUGUAY 


CONVERSION RATES FOR PAYMENT OF 
DUTIES IN GOLD 


H.M. Consul at Montevideo reports, by telegraph, that 
the rate or multiplier for the conversion of Uruguayan 
Customs duties from gold into currency has been raised from 
2913 to 2.934 in the case of goods financed with controlled 
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free exchange, and from 3-676 to 3-724 in the case of goods 
financed with free exchange. 


| Notr.—With the exception of certain goods which are 
exempted from part payment of the duty ‘‘ in gold,”’ 25 per 
cent. of Uruguayan Customs duties have to be paid ‘in 
gold ”’ as the general rule, but the duties on a few classes 
of goods are payable 50 per cent. “‘ in gold.’’*] 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
MARKING OF GOODS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of a United 
States Treasury Decision ['T.D. 48204] published March 19, 
1936, which amends the United States Marking regulations 
as follows :— 


(1) Small cardholders of metal held subject to individual 
marking to indicate the country of origin. 


(2) Small brass bells marked by diesinking the clapper of 
the bell held not marked in a conspicuous place as 
required by section 304 of the Tariff Act of 1930. 


(3) Bandage clips consisting of an elastic band approxi- 
mately 1 inch in length and 4 inch in width having 
a small metal clip attached to each end are not re- 
quired to be individually marked to indicate the 
country of origin. The immediate containers and 
packages are subject to marking to indicate the 
origin of their contents. 

(4) Furniture glides consisting of a metal disc and having 
several prongs for attaching the articles to furni- 
ture are required to be individually marked in a 
permanent manner, such as by diesinking, to indi- 
cate the country of origin. Furniture glides having 
a centre nail instead of the prongs are not re- 
quired to be individually marked. 


So far as this decision involves a change of practice, it 
will only be applied to such merchandise as is imported after 
a period of sixty days has elapsed following the date of 
publication in the weekly Treasury Decisions. 


YUGOSLAVIA 
LUXURY AND TURNOVER TAX 


The Board of Trade are informed that, in accordance with 
a new financial law, which was issued and came into force 
on April 1, the rates of turnover tax in Yugoslavia have 
been increased by 25 per cent. and the luxury tax has been 
increased from 10 per cent, to 12 per cent. ad valorem.

New British Standard for Colliery Belt Fasteners. 


The British Standards Institution has just issued a new 
British Standard Specification for Colliery Belt Fasteners, 
No. 660-1936. Collieries using conveyor belts have long felt 
the need for establishing uniformity in the sizes of parts of 
fasteners used for flat, semi-troughed and fully troughed belts, 
and at the request of the Mining Association and others, a 
Committee was appointed to undertake the preparation of an 
appropriate British Standard. 

The principal feature of this specification lies in the adoption 
throughout of a uniform size of lug, thus securing inter- 
changeability of fasteners, whether of the same or of different 
types. In preparing this specification, the Committee has as 
far as possible taken into account details of existing practice. 
In addition to the dimensional standardisation, requirements 
for the quality of the material used in the manufacture of the 
fasteners have been specified. 

While recognising that the adoption of the proposed 
standards will in many cases involve discarding existing 
patterns, the Committee is fully confident that the benefit to 
be obtained will fully compensate for the initial adjustment.

Symmetrical Light Distributions from Lighting Fittings. 


In the early days of Illuminating Engineering lighting in- 
stallations were planned by reference to polar curves of light 
distribution from the fittings under consideration. This 
point by point method of calculation was laborious and the 
light flux method was introduced. To-day the latter method, 
which dispenses with the polar curves is almost universally 
used. 

It is still necessary to know the spacing height ratio of the 
fittings for the uniformity illumination required. | When 
B.8.8 398 was first published in 1930 two classifications were 
given. Firstly, the distribution of flux in the upper and 
lower hemispheres determining whether the distribution is 
Direct, Indirect, etc. Secondly, the general shape of the polar 
curve is indicated by the ratio of its width divided by its 
height—the Frame Ratio. 

In the revision, B.S.S. 398-1936, just published, there is 
tabulated additional information giving the relation between 
Frame Ratio and Spacing Height Ratio. This information is 
given for two values of uniformity of illumination, 70 per 
cent. of which is that required up to say 20 foot candles, and 
50 per cent. being that allowable for higher values of 
illumination. 

The original polar curve is now entirely unnecessary: it 
being only necessary to specify—by reference to B.S.S. 
398-1936—the class of distribution Direct, Indirect, etc., and 
the Spacing Height Ratio for the uniformity required.

Standard Dimensions for Radio Valves.—For many years the 
needs of the radio industry were met, except for certain special 
purposes, by valves having four pins. About six years ago the 
5-pin valve was introduced, and to-day there are 7-pin and 
9-pin valves as standard, and more complicated structures will 
no doubt eventually materialise. Gone are the days when a 
valve was a simple diode or triode, and modern receivers are 
built round heptodes, pentodes, double diode triodes, etc. In 
the interests of the user it is essential that these various types 
of valve should be interchangeable as between one make and 
another, and the dimensions necessary to ensure this are given 
in a British Standard Specification which has just been issued. 

This specification (No. 448-1936) is a revision and extension 
of a specification which was published in 1932 and which did 
much to improve the design of valve holders for valves of the

4-pin and 5-pin types. The new edition deals fully with th, 
basis of the 7-pin and 9-pin valves and with the correspondj 
valve-holders, as well as retaining the previously Publish 
details of the 4-pin and 5-pin types.

British Standard Glossary of Acoustical Terms and Definj. 
tions.—The subject of acoustics is becoming increasingly 
important to modern living and presents two aspects—first, the 
need to plan against noise of all sorts, and, second, the problems 
connected with the good reception of speech and music jn 
public and other buildings. 


The first step in any science is to determine a common 
language in which its ideas may be expressed, and the science 
of acoustics is young enough to set its house in order in this 
respect before too many indefinite terms have become 
crystallised and therefore difficult to alter. 

In 1933 the Royal Society decided that a Glossary of 
Acoustical Terms and Definitions had become a necessity, 
and asked the British Standards Institution to set up an 
appropriate committee. Consequently a committee of experts, 
under the chairmanship of Dr. G. W. C. Kaye, of the 
National Physical Laboratory, was formed in May, 1933, the 
result of whose work has been the issue this month of a 
British Standard Glossary of Acoustical Terms and Definitions 
(No. 661-1936). 

Close touch has been kept with similar work being done in 
the United States and Germany, as well as with the work of 
the International Consultative Committee on Telephony. 

The success of the campaign against undesirable noise is 
bound up with the provision of methods of measurement and 
fundamental units and standards, and these needs have largely 
been met by the publication of this Glossary. 

An interesting distinction is made for the first time between 
intensity and loudness measurements, the decibel being re- 
stricted to the former and the latter now being expressed in 
a new unit, the ‘‘ Phon (B.S.).’’ Thus will be avoided the 
confusion in terminology which has sometimes existed in the 
past between these two conceptions. 

The proposals of the Glossary in these respects have, it is 
understood, already been adopted by a number of official and 
industrial bodies, including Committees of the Ministry of 
Transport, the Ministry of Health and the Air Ministry, the 
National Physical Laboratory and the Post Office Research 
Station. 

Taking the second aspect referred to above, the architect 
and acoustical engineer will now be aided by the section 
dealing with musical terms and attempts having been made 
to interpret such terms on a sound physical basis. 

The British Standards Institution Committee is continuing 
to give the whole problem close study, and hopes presently 
to report in greater detail on the development of standard 
methods of measurement of sound and noise.

Inlet and Outlet Connectors for Radio Circuits.—There has 
long been a demand for a special plug and socket for the con- 
nection of headphones and loudspeakers in such places as 
hospital wards and blocks of flats, so as to secure proper inter- 
changeability and at the same time to guard against the 
possibility of the instruments being plugged into sockets 
connected to the supply mains. 


Suitable connectors for these purposes are now provided 
for in a new British Standard Specification (No. 666-1936) in 
which two alternative types are standardised. The one type 
takes the form of a flat-bladed plug and socket, and the other 
type is of the plug and jack pattern as used for telephone 
switchboards. Certain features of design, apart from the 
dimensions to secure interchangeability, are dealt with from 
the safety point of view. 

In addition to their use as connectors for headphones aad 
loudspeakers, as referred to above, these plugs and sockets 
are suitable for use in microphone and amplifier circuits @ 
which the peak load does not exceed 50 watts. The specifica 
tion gives a warning that before using either of the two types 
of connectors for radio extension circuits it is advisable to 
ascertain that the voltage above earth does not exceed 
80 volts. .

or the exposure for sale in the United Kingdom of imported 
goods of that class or description unless they bear an 
indication of origin: 

And whereas in accordance with the provisions of the said 
Section an enquiry in relation to the classes and descriptions 
of goods to which the present Order relates has, on reference 
from the appropriate Department, namely, the board of 
Trade (hereinafter called ‘‘ the Board ’’), been held by a 
Committee appointed for the purposes of the said Act and 
the report of that Committee has been taken into considera- 
tion by the Board: 


And whereas it does not appear to the Board that the 
trade of the United Kingdom or the trade generally of other 
parts of His Majesty’s dominions with the United Kingdom 
would be prejudiced if the goods described in this Order 
imported for use or consumption in the United Kingdom 
were prohibited to be sold unless they bear an indication of 
origin, and the Board have accordingly made representations 
to His Majesty that it is desirable that an Order should be 
made under the said Section 2:

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1. 

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing ; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
ete., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms ; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 

Members of United Kingdom firms are urged to call upon 
the Department’s representatives abroad when they visit 
an overseas country.

therefore often be avoided. Should the information re- 
quired not be available in London, the Department will 
make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf. 

When making application for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 

(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 

(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 

(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 

By following this method of making their enguiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required.
